Review & Prepare
• Review US Treasury Guidance, collect required information

Register
• Submit required information via NEU Portal by September 30th

Certify
• Certify and acknowledge all assurances and terms and conditions

Payment
• After portal registration completion, receive funds within 30 days

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Planning Process

Steps to Consider:
• Identify any remaining CRF funds to be spent before December 31, 2021
• Review your community’s needs, such as unfunded budget requests
• Initial review, identify if the funding priorities may align to the core eligibility 

categories
• Establish funding priorities for eligible uses of funds
• Begin to track priorities (e.g., projects), establish cost estimates
• Review reporting requirements, including programmatic data
• Determine what resources are necessary

• Engineering assessments
• Administrative needs to track and report

• Engage with other key stakeholders, such as public works engineers, community 
groups, etc.
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To respond to the public health emergency or its negative economic impacts, 
including assistance to households, small businesses, and nonprofits, or aid to 
impacted industries such as tourism, travel and hospitality

To respond to workers performing essential work during the COVID-19 public 
health emergency by providing premium pay to eligible workers 

For the provision of government services to the extent of the reduction in 
revenue due to the COVID-19 public health emergency relative to revenues 
collected in the most recent full fiscal year prior to the emergency

To make necessary investments in water, sewer, or broadband infrastructure
